Flames in Hilda Steinberg’s

While sitting before a stove in the rear 
of the hardware store of Mré@. D. Erion, 
2024 Cherokee street, Friday night, Miss 
Hilda Steinberg fell asleep. She was 
awakened by the fumes of burning cloth 
choking her. 

As she sprang to her feet and ran into 
the store, her clothing burst into 
flames. Mrs. Erion went to her assist- 
ance and managed to beat out the fire 
with her hands. 

A physician dressed Miss Steinberg's 
burns, which wére on her arms, legs 
and back. Her condition is serious, but 
she refused to go to a hospital and was 
cared for at the home of Mrs. Erion, 
with whom she lives. 

When she sat down, Miss Steinberg 
opened the stove door. 
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Edgar M. Davis, former president of 
the St. Louis Fire Insurance Co., who 
is now in Los Angeles for his health, in 
the first statement he has made about 
his tangled affairs, declared according 
to press despatches that he had not 
taken $29,000 for personal use out of the 
assets of the insurance \company, as 
charged by a liquidating committee. 

Davis was president of the Alton, 
Jacksonville & Peoria Railway, which 
is now in the hands of a receiver. The 
assets of the insurance company haye 
been placed in the hands of the Mis; 
souri Insurance Commissioner for the 
protection of the policy holders and 
stockholders. 

“I have done nothing wrong in con- 
nection with these corporations,” said 
Davis. “The events transpiring in Mis- 
souri and Illinois surprise me greatly. I 
came out here to recover my health, and 
as soon as I get well I will rejoin my 
wife. and daughter in St. Louis. 

“I have a fortune tied up in the rail- 
way and insurance companies. I can- 
not understand what became of the $29,- 
"0 they accuse me of using for my- 
gelf. I am not responsjble for the mon- 
ey. It never passed through my hands. 
The treasurer and auditor ought to 
be able.to explain where it went.”’ 

The bond and stockholders of the rail- 
way have been taking steps to pro- 
iect their interests. It has been as- 
certained that $1,100,000 in securities 
1 pon the railway were issued, while the 
road has a value of only $250,000. The 
portion of the road between Alton and 
Godfrey, Ill., is worth only $110,000, ac- 
cording to Recelver Frank J. Butler, 
but cost $712,000 
. Davis married a daughter of Mrs. A. 
W. Cross, widow of a banker of Jer- 
feyville. Mrs. Davis’ fortune was also 
tied up in the Davis enterprises, as 
well as that of her mother.

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MISSOURIS PRESIDENTIAL CHOICE. 

The Post-Dispatch’s view that the Democrats of 
Missouri are not bound by the resolution of last 
year’s State Convention indorsing former Gov. 
Folk for the Derhocratic presidential nomination 
is now generally accepted by State Democratic 
leaders. Even the chief supporters of Mr. Folk 
admit that the resolution is binding only on the 
men who participated in the convention. Lon V. 
Sanders, who is at the head of the Folk bureau, 
practically surrendered the claim to the State’s 
adherence by declaring that Ex-Gov. Folk and his 
friends would welcome a State primary to deter- 
mine whether Folk or Clark is the choice of Mis- 
souri Democrats. 

Speaker Clark clearly indicates his opinion that 
the Folk indorsement is binding neither on the 
Democratic voters nor the men who participated 
in the convention. He presided over the conven- 
tion, but, avoiding a direct question concerning 
the binding character of the Folk indorsement, 
said, “My own opinion is that all the offices, in- 
cluding the presidency, belong to the people.”’ He 
emphasized his attitude by the following unquali- 
fied statement, in which, by accepting the Folk 
challenge for a primary, he puts himself in the 
presidential running: 

“In my Dallas telegram I said that the 
Democrats of Missouri have a perfect right 
to choose the delegation to the National 
Convention by a primary election or con- 
vention and instruct it for their choice for 
President, anl that they cannot be deprived 
of that right by any man or any set of men. 
Glad Gov. Folk agrees to primary and hope 
the chairman of state Committee will call 
it for Saturday, Dec 2.” 

This statement from the chairman of the State 
Convention simplifies the situation. Undoubtedly 
Speaker Clark’s opinion that the Democrats are 
not bound by the convention resolution and are 
free to choose and instruct their delegation will 
be accepted by the party's leaders and the rank 
and file. 

There are legal questions involved in the cail- 
ing of a primary for presidential instructions. 
Probably no legal primary could be held until 
after the call for the national convention when, 
in electing delegates, the voters might instruct 
them with regard to their choice. Certainly no 
primary should be called which cannot be con- 
ducted under the election laws with safeguards 
against frauds. An extra legal primary held 
under the supervision and control of the State 
committee would be a farce. 

But whether the choice shall be made through a 
primary or a delegate convention, it is yet to be 
made. But the interests of the party and of the 
people should not be sacrificed to a false standard 
of State patriotism, which demands the selection 
of a Missourian as the choice of Missouri Demo- 
crats. The field should be open to al]l candidates 
in and out of the State, The Democratic voters of 
Missouri may see the wisdom of selecting a can- 
didate, not because he is a Missourian, but because 
he is the best available man—because he has thé 
highest qualities for public service.

It is with characteristic regard for the supe- 
rior rights of property that Mr. Morgan asks his 
question and the combiners approach their task.

BOYS IN THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
The disquieting fact that St. Louis boys are not 
getting as good an education as St. Louis girls is 
brought out by the statistical report of the Super- 
intendent of Education of the Public Schools, just 
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the evening scholars are over school age, there 
being only 637 under 14 years of age out of a total 
of 9101 attending night school. 

The attendance department shows 30,223 chil- 
dren absent “for good cause” during the year, 1276 
cases of truancy investigated, and warning notices 
of prosecution sent to parents in 2377 cases. As 
boys are more apt than girls to play truant, and 
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more boys than girls go to work when they should 


be at school, it is likely that these figures | 


the reason why over a thousand more girls were 


registered for the day schools and why 634 more! 


girls than boys graduated. The young men of 
the coming generation should not be handicapped 


by deficiencies in education.

EDUCATED.

one of the most handsomely 

printed volumes of the year. 
To people who have educated taste 
highly in becoming highly educated 
throughout, it is a pleasure akin to 
happiness merely to see that their in- 
tellectual food is daintily served, as 
this is, through all its courses. They 
tInmay not discover, however, that this 
book has for them an interest so deep 
and vital concealed under rts dainti- 
ness, that it may be a risk to miss a 
word of Dr. Black’s several hundred 
thousands. Instead of dealing with the 
question of happiness as it belongs te 
the common life of everyday people, 
who take self-evident truths for grant- 
ed as far as they find them. Dr. Black 
is dealing with the profound question 
“How to Be Happy, Though Highly 
Educated.”’ 

In beginning, he deals with the for- 
mula of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence that, as a self-evident truth, men 
are endowed with certain inalienable 
rights, including the right to life, Mb- 
erty and the pursuit of happiness. 
But setting the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence aside in the beginning, Dr. Black 
considers rights ang wrongs as some- 
thing apart from essential truth and 
universal logic, which remain immutable. 
“Rights are the creation of society, of 
law,” he suys. <As it follows that 
wrongs haVe no more real existence 
apart from convenience than rights, 
this opens to the educated the whole 
question of what is, or can be made to 
become, self-evident truth in their pur- 
sult of happiness. It also opens the 
way for whole libraries of. the newest 
and best literature, not only on “‘Hap- 
piness,” but on everything else in 
which the educated are interested in 
connection with it. “What is Truth?’ 
asked Pilate and to Bacon he was 
“Jesting Pilate” in asking the question. 
But on the other hand ail educated peo- 
ple in his day ‘were asking the same

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stealthily as a habit and causes no dis- | 
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says at length. This ought to be self- 
evident to all who are highly enough 
educated to comprehend it. In explain- 
ing it, Dr. Black writes many pages of 
good literature. He is obliged to use 
such common words as “rights’’ and 
“‘wrongs’’ in their common sense after 
denying their existence, except as 
created by legislatfon. They belong to 
language and it is impossible to speak 
without them... To the educated mind, 
which accepts nothing as self-evident, 
another person's wrongs may be noth- 
ing but his “reactions’’ in one way, 
while what he thinks of as his rights, 
are reactions in another way. Both 
reactions and all othér reactions then 
form a study of absorbing interest, 
with a continual increase in the number 
of books devoted to describing these 
reactions from the two standpoints 
Dr. Black discloses as those of opti- 
mism and pessimism in ethics. 

All he writes is’ in good faith and 
deeply serious. He is saying through 
all of it: ‘“‘Be virtuous and you will be 
happy.” But when nghts and wrongs 
seem to have no real existence except 
as creatéd by law; the mind educated 
to this point must ask, “what is vir- 
tue?” Then everything which has been 
written in the English language and in 
all other languages in all centuries up 
to the present must be translated into 
“happiness is 
a net result of a man’s whole reaction 
to life.” As it fs taken for granted 
that educated people can only be 
reached in this way, this volume and 
many others like it have a very deep 
Significance. If at a certain point, every 
mind is educated to reject all defini- 
tions of “rights’’ accepted as self- 
evident for common use by those whu 
hold common ideas of right and’ wrong, 
then sociology and ethics may go on 
creating library after library. Really, 
however, after Dr. Black has written 
his interesting volume and filled it with 
the best literary expression of ethical! 
thought educated in world literature, 
he has taken for granted as self- evi- 
dent truth all that a child of six years 
is convinced that it knows of the ever- 
lasting nature of right and wrong. 
“Be virtuous and you will be happy,” 
is, after all, the only answer he has 
to give to the question. (Revell.)

The husky Chicagoan in the few games 
he played with the Wallacean tribe 
created quite a favorable impression and 
he is already banked upon by many ag 
the 1912 guardian of the Browns’ first 
pillow. If nothing more, it would ap- 
pear as though Kutina is a slugger of 
sufficient ability to earn for him a berth 
in the big show. |. 

He played with the’ Browns for more 
than a month and had his sticking been 
simply a flash in the pan, the weak- 
ness surely would have cropped out in 
the latter days of the season. However, 
it seemed that Big Joe feasted more on 
the. offerings of the Cardinal twirlers 
than on those of the American League 
heavers. 

Will Keep Him Hastling.

HAT the biggest trust in the world 
T is neither of the oil, sugar or 
tobacco variety seems evident 
from the attitude of the National 
Baseball Commission in the matter of 
the moving pictures of the world’s se- 
ries baseball games. The commission 
has ordered that players must pose for 
the picture men willy nilly, and insists, 
in other orders, that Managers Mc- 
Graw and McGillicuddy force their 
players to consent. 

This seems the last straw to the irate 
players who have submitted to be ban- 
died about like chattels, instead of hu- 
mans, and many say they will not 
pose for pictures in which they do 
not share profits, nor will they sub- 
mit to fines. They even threaten to 
bring the matter into court—which 
means blacklist, under the baseball 
trust’s rules.

HE National Commission is mere-

Chief Justice of U. S. Supreme 
Court Objects to Voluminous 
Records in Case. 


SUIT IN PROGRESS 6 YEARS 


Restraint of Commerce Across 
River Charged Under the 
Sherman Act. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Final - ef- 
forts on the part of the Government, 
acting in behalf of St. Louis, to have 


the Terminal Association adjudged 
in violation of the Sherman  anti- 
trust law, in restraining commerce 
across the Mississippi River came near 
to failure through the threat of Mr. 
Chief Justice White of the United States 
Supreme Court to remand the case, on 
account of the voluminous records which 
were produced. The case has been in 
progress in the lower courts for six 
years. 

When the argument opened, at 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, the Chief 
Justice sharply criticized Edward C. 
Crow, special assistant to the Attorney- 
General, for binging seven large vpl- 
umes of records into court and then he 
threatened to send the case back to the 
lower court to be boiled down. 

“What did the master do? Where is 
his report,’’ asked Mr. White. - 
“He did not make any report,” said 
Crow. “He was ordered to take testi- 
mony and not report.” 

Says Remedy Is Needed, 
‘“‘We must find a remedy for this abuse 
of coming to this court with such a 
voluminous record,’’ declared the Chief 
Justice. 
“This case should be sent back to the 
lower court to be 64% in shape, before it 
comes here.’ 
Crow argued that the counsel for the 
defendants would agree to the state- 
ment of facts in his brief. This did not 
satisfy the Chief Justice. 
‘‘Does it take seven volumes to prove 
an honest statement of facts?’’ one of 
the associated justices asked. 
“How did the Government bring all 
this record to this court?” asked Mr. 
White. “It is an abuse of privileges. 
Something must be done to remedy it. 
We must apply some remedy. But you 
may proceed.’’ 

Mr. Justice Hughes asked Crow if his 
brief, which is contained in a small vol- 
ume, did not constitute a review of the 
facts. The attorney replied in the af- 
firmative. 

The tilt with the Chief Justice turned 
Crow’s pale face crimson. He was much 
confused and Mr. White was much in 
earnest. 

While this episode was going on the 
court pages were lugging the great rec- 
ords into the rear room. The records 
piled up measure 18 inches in heiglit. 

Crow Reviews Litigation,

After Attack on Schaich Brothers 
at Grayville They Rob Place © 
and * Escape.

CARMI, Ill, Oct, 21.—In a saloon 


holdup at Grayville, eight miles north 
of here, John Schaich was killed Fri- 
day night and his brother Andrew 
was wounded.

The dead man owned the saloon. 


The brothers were alone in the place 
abcut 9 o’clock when three masked 
men rushed in and ordered them to 
throw up their hands. John Schaich 
turned to the cash register, where 
he kept a revolver, and one of the 
masked men shot him. At the same 
time another of the men wounded An- 
drew Schaich. 

With one brother dead and _ the 
other lying helpless on the floor, the 
robbers took the cash in the register, 
searched the drawers for valuables 
and helped themselves to a drink, 
filled-their pockets with cigars and 
went away. 

Crawls te the Street. 

The wounded brother then crawled 

to the street and called for help. In 
a few minutes a number of men gath- 
ered at the saloon and were given a 
description of the robbers by the 
wounded man. 
_ The robbers had run toward the Indi- 
ana line and an hour later mounted men 
and: bloodhounds were on the trail. The 
news of the robbery was spread over 
White County by telephone and before 
midnight. Sheriff Charles W. Frazier 
of this city was in Grayville with an 
automobile full of deputies. 

The killing of Schaich was so cold- 
blooded, according to the surviving 
brother, that there was mucb senti- 
ment expressed in favor of lynching the 
three men if they are found.
